SUGGESTIONS TO BEGINNERS 


A few suggestions to beginners growing HEMEROCALLIS 


Many commercial growers are turning to compost for plant food. In clay soil plants do 
best with roots covered but 1 inch. Should a long dry spell come it is well to draw 
up a few inches of soil to prevent evaporation of the moisture which may come up from 
below. The growth and rapid increase of plants proves it's worth, compost in clay 
soil mellows it and holds moisture. In Sandy soil, much of your plant food is washed 
by heavy rainfall below the root system. Compost will prevent this loss. Oak leaves 
have unknown elements which scientist cannot solve, when I purchased this hill 
nothing would grow but elm trees, no grass or weeds. Now it is the richest black 
Soil, Made so with compost. Rains was the impurities from the air which gives 

plant life much plant food. A few elements carried to earth cause a slight acid 
condition. It is well to sprinkle the soil each 5th year with powdered lime. An 
alkaline soil need no lime.
